It 
used to be ntatcd that many farmera' wivea wi>nt crazy, by reason 
of the loneliness of tlii ii No iift-d for that now, with the 

telephone niiiking posaiblu social visiting for ten houra n day, and if 
the lonely pi rson can't think of anything to sny, she can pnll down 
the receiver jind hrnr what the neighbors iiic sji.\ in^'. It is iidl sur 
priaing that it is almost iinpoasihle for the men to get the rural 
lines to close up hnainesa deals, at any time except when the honaC' 
wives arc preparing menls. 

In town life the telepliuiie facilitates marvellously the work of 
the many organinitions through which women perform ao eflieiently 
their civic and pliiliintliropic tusks. Mmiy ji wiiiiiiin is ki'pt from be- 
coming morbid by the; coiistaiil contact she now gels with the life 
of other once isolated women about her.
